AND  YOM  KIPPUR 

For  centuries,  the  days  of  Rosh  Hashonoh 
and  Yom  Kippur  have  been  the  highlights 
in  the  religious  life  of  the  Jew.  These  are 
the  days  which  strike  the  deepest  chords 
of  human  feeling  in  the  breast  of  the  Jew 
and  voice  the  sublimest  truths  of  religion 
in  his  prayers. 

The  beauty  of  these  prayers  lies  not  only 
in  their  language,  but  in  the  expression  of 
their  poetic  and  religious  sentiments. 

The  most  uplifting  ideas  of  religion  are 
embodied  in  these  expressions  of  man  to 
- G-d.  Even  though  Israel  was  persecuted 
through  the  ages,  the  Jew  never  invoked 
G-d’s  vengeance  upon  his  tormentors  — 
nav  — Israel  prayed  and  still  prays  that 
all  wickedness  disappear  from  the  earth. 
It  is  only  a people  who  has  inherited  the 
spirit  of  the  prophets  of  old,  with  their 
divine  love  of  man,  and  with  their  faith  in 
the  future  of  the  world,  that  can  find 
expression  in  such  prayers  as  Israel  recites 
on  the  Hoh-  Days. 

Prayer  keeps  the  divine  spark  within  us 
alive  and  frees  us  from  the  interests  of  a 
mundane  world  enabling  us  to  commune 
with  G-d. 

The  main  theme  in  the  prayers  of  Rosh 
Hashonoh  and  Yom  Kippur  is  the  doctrine 
of  Repentance  or  “Tshuvah.”  The  literal 
meaning  of  the  Hebrew  word  “Tshuvah” 
is  “Return”  — denoting  that  man  return 
from  wrongdoing  to  G-d.  Repentance, 
according  to  the  sages,  is  one  of  the  Divine 
elements  which  formed  part  of  the  Heaven- 
ly plan  when  man  was  created,  and  it 
lies  at  the  root  of  his  life  as  a moral  being 

The  first  step  in  Repentance  is  the 
awakening  to  the  fact  that  our  conduct 
has  been  wrong.  “The  moment  a man  is 
willing  to  see  himself  as  he  truly  is  and 
make  the  confession  ‘I  have  erred,’  from 
that  moment  the  powers  of  evil  lose  their 
control  over  him.”  (Midrash). 

The  second  step  is  the  resolve  not  to 
repeat  the  offence.  The  utmost  endea- 
vour must  be  made  to  undo  the  guilty 


YOURS  IS  THE  DUTY 

The  Vaad  Ha’Ir  or  Jewish  Community  Council  is  your  democratically 
elected  body  of  leadership  in  whom  you  have  vested  the  trust  and  the 
responsibility  to  develop  Jewish  life  in  our  city.  Up  until  1946,  each  of 
our  local  Jewish  activities — educational,  social,  camping  or  recreational — 
though  the  deep  concern  of  the  Vaad  Ha’Ir,  raised  its  funds  individually. 
Today,  all  fund-raising  for  local  needs  has  been  pooled  into  one  annual 
endeavour.  This  is  as  it  should  be.  Upwards  of  350  Jewish  communities 
throughout  the  United  States  and  Canada  are  following  a similar  procedure. 
It  is  a sign  of  the  growing  realization  of  Jewry  on  this  continent  to  the  fact 
that  we  are  prepared  to  move  forward  in  the  development  of  co-ordinated 
and  dignified  patterns  of  Jewish  communal  life.  The  Vaad  today  represents 
our  united  will  to  develop  such  life  in  our  city.  The  United  Jewish  Services 
Campaign  represents  the  budgetary  requirements  for  the  successful  ope- 
ration of  the  various  departments  of  Jewish  life  in  our  city  with  especial 
regard  to  the  requirements  of  our  young  people.  In  them  rests  our  future. 

It  matters  not  whether  your  children  attend  the  Talmud  Torah,  the 
Camp,  avail  themselves  of  the  Synagogue-Centre  or  the  Tennis  Club,  or 
whether  you  personally  are  in  favour  of  one  activity  as  over  against 
another.  These  activities  represent  the  overall  picture  of  Jewish  life  being 
developed  in  our  city.  As  a Jewish  citizen  of  our  community  it  is  your 
duty  to  bear  your  pro-rata  share  of  this  overall  obligation.  Your  contri- 
bution is  not  an  act  of  charity  but  is  a self-imposed  tax,  revealing  the  degree 
of  your  Jewish  loyalty.  The  question  is  not  ‘how  little  can  I give,’  but 
rather,  ‘what  is  my  financial  standing  and,  therefore,  what  is  the  correct 
amount  I should  give?’  In  the  past,  too  few  have  carried  the  load  While  too 
many  have  not  done  their  share.  Each  member  of  our  community  must  tax 
himself  adequately. 

Last  year’s  Campaign  reached  its  minimum  quota  because  it  had  the 
whole-hearted  co-operation  and  support  of  every  loyal  member  of  the 
community.  We  are  now  forging  ahead  to  wider  avenues  of  public  service 
by  fostering  more  abundant  Jewish  life  and  values  in  Ottawa,  and  it,  there- 
fore, behooves  every  Jewish  citizen  to  respond  to  the  appeal  with  an  open 
heart.  Our  future  depends  upon  it!  „ r T

have  wronged,  for  it  is  the  wrong-doer 
who  is  forgiven  by  repentance  and  not  the 
wrong.  Reparation  and  reconciliation  are 
the  test  of  our  sincerity,  according  to  Rabbi 
Elazar  ben  Azaryah,  “For  transgressions 
against  G-d,  the  Day  of  Atonement  atones; 
but  for  transgressions  against  a fellow  man, 
the  Day  of  Atonement  does  not  atone,  so 
long  as  the  sinner  has  not  redressed  the 
wrong  done,  and  conciliated  the  man  he 
has  sinned  against!” 


Dr.  Charles  Steinmetz  the  eminent 
scientist  when  asked  what  line  of 
research  will  see  the  greatest  develop- 
ment during  the  next  50  years  said : 

“I  think  the  greatest  discoveries 
will  be  made  along  spiritual  lines. 
Some  day,  people  will  learn  that 
material  things  do  not  bring  happ- 
iness and  are  of  little  use  in  making 
men  and  women  creative  and  power- 
ful. Then  the  scientists  of  the  world 
will  turn  their  laboratories  over  to 
the  study  of  G-d  and  prayer  and  the 
Spiritual  forces  which,  as  yet,  have 
been  hardly  scratched.  When  that 
day  comes,  the  world  will  see  more 
advancement  in  one  generation  than 
it  has  seen  in  the  last  four.”

The  Songs  We  Sing  is  a large,  but  handy 
volume,  containing  songs  and  melodies  for 
every  occasion  in  Jewish  life.  These  melo- 
dies breathe  the  spirit  of  traditional  liturgi- 
cal, folk,  hassidic  and  Israeli  motifs. 

Here  you  will  find  a song  for  every  oc- 
casion, whether  for  the  Sabbath  or  High 
Holy  Days,  the  festival  or  simple  folk 
melodies. 

It  contains  a well-chosen  cross-section 
of  the  Songs  of  Israel,  covering  Aliyali, 
Chalutziuth,  Labor  as  well  as  Israeli 
Dances. 

It  also  contains  some  Hebrew,  Yiddish 
and  English  old  favorites,  Bible  cantilla- 
tions  and  prayer  motifs,  such  as  the 
‘Akdomoth.’ 

It  is  the  finest  collection  of  songs  so 
far  produced  and  can  be  used  in  the  home, 
the  school  or  choral  groups.  To  facilitate 
the  singing  of  these  songs  in  groups,  a 
companion  volume,  containing  only  the 
words,  has  also  been  published. 

Every  library,  home,  school,  or  syna- 
gogue should  have  a volume  of  “The  Songs 
We  Sing”  on  its  shelf. 
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HIGH  HOLIDAY  NOTES 

Rosh  Hashonoh — The  first  day  of  the 
Hebrew  month  of  Tishre  marks  the  begin- 
ning of  the  New  Year.  Even  in  Israel, 
Rosh  Hashonoh  is  observed  for  two  days, 
unlike  other  holidays  which  are  observed 
there  only  for  one  day.  This  two  day  obser- 
vance was,  according  to  the  Palestinian  Tal- 
mud, ordained  by  the  prophets  and  are  con- 
sidered as  one  long  day. 

Selichos  — Special  propitiatory  prayers, 
said  every  morning  beginning  with  mid- 
night Saturday  night  before  Rosh  Hashonoh 
(September  2nd)  and  continuing  every 
morning  thereafter  until  the  holiday. 

Shofar — The  Shofar  is  the  clarion  call  to 
the  Jew  to  discard  the  materialism  in  which 
he  has  been  engrossed  and  to  consider  the 
better  and  finer  qualities  of  life.  It  an- 
nounces the  approach  of  the  Day  of  Judg- 
ment. It  reminds  us  of  our  glorious  past, 
calls  to  attention  our  great  hopes  for  the 
future  and  moves  us  to  make  our  lives 
more  meaningful  and  help  to  make  the 
world  a better  one  in  which  to  live. 

Tashlich — Consists  of  a simple  ceremony 
performed  after  the  afternoon  services  of 
the  first  day  of  the  New  Year.  The 
worshippers  go  to  some  water  course — river, 
lake,  brook  or  stream,  and  recite  special 
prayers  found  in  the  “Machzor.”  One  of 
the  interpretations  of  the  Tashlich  is  that 
while  gazing  at  the  beauty  of  the  water 
course,  we  begin  to  think  about  the  crea- 
tion of  the  world  which  took  place  accord- 
ing to  Jewish  tradition  on  the  New  Year. 
We  are  then  impressed  by  the  greatness  of 
G-d,  the  Creator  of  all  nature  and  we  are 
filled  with  sorrow  for  our  sins. 

New  Year’s  Customs: 

1.  New  Year’s  Greetings-.  L’Shonoh Tovoh 
Tikosev  V’sechosem.  “May  you  be  in- 
scribed and  sealed  for  a good  year.” 

2.  Dip-ping  in  Honey : It  is  customary  at 
the  beginning  of  the  meal  on  the  first  night 
of  Rosh  Hashonoh  to  dip  a piece  of  bread 
or  apple  in  honey  to  symbolize  our  hope 
that  the  coming  year  will  be  a sweet  one. 

3.  Challah : Challah  is  baked  in  the  form 
of  a round  loaf  symbolic  that  the  year  may 
roll  smoothly  around  without  mishap  or 
sorrow. 

4.  No  sour  or  pickled  foods  are  eaten. 

5.  Shehecheyonu:  Shehecheyonu,  the 

blessing  of  thanksgiving  is  recited  after 
Kiddush  on  both  nights.  Also  by  the  wo- 
men when  lighting  the  candles  before  night- 
fall, symbolizing  that  they  and  their  loved 
ones  may  enter  the  New  Year  in  the  midst 
of  light  and  joy. 

Ten  Days  of  Penitence — The  ten  days 
between  Rosli  Hashonoh  and  Yom  Kippur 
are  called  the  Ten  Days  of  Repentance 
and  are  set  aside  for  self-examination  and 
repentance.  During  these  days,  people  bless 
one  another  with  .the  blessing  “Gmar 
Chasimo  Tovo”  (“May  your  judgment  in 
the  Book  of  Life  be  completed  and  sealed 
for  good.”)

Shabbos  Shuvoh — The  Sabbath  between 
Rosh  Hashonoh  and  Yom  Ivippur  so  called 
because  of  the  prophetic  portion  read  on 
that  day.  Shuvoh  means  return,  return  to 
Jewish  living  through  repentance  and  proper 
conduct. 

Yom  Kippur — A day  spent  in  worship 
and  prayer  for  forgiveness,  inspiring  us  to 
seek  peace  of  mind  through  reconciliation 
with  G-d  and  our  fellow  men.  Yom  Kippur 
is  a fast  and  yet  a joyful  festival,  for  the 
consciousness  of  spiritual  accomplishment 
makes  every  worshipper  feel  happy. 

Kol  Niclre — An  absolution  of  vows  made 
unwittingly  at  moments  of  excessive  zeal. 
This  is  an  appropriate  introduction  to  our 
day  of  prayer.  Our  recognition  of  our 
weaknesses  makes  us  feel  humble  and  con- 
trite; while  G-d's  recognition  of  the  same 
encourages  us  to  Head  for  a total  for- 
giveness of  all  transgressions  committed 
in  the  past.

That  Meal  Before  the  Fast — The  approach 
of  Yom  Kippur  causes  a spirit  of  sanctity 
to  pervade  the  Jewish  home;  especially 
during  the  last  meal  before  the  fast.  Fol- 
lowing the  grace  after  meals,  the  father  or 
head  of  the  household  blesses  the  children 
with  the  formula  “May  G-d  make  you  as 
Ephraim  and  Menasseh”  and  blesses  them 
that  they  may  be  inscribed  for  a good 
life,  serve  G-d  with  a perfect  heart,  follow 
the  path  of  righteous  living,  and  after- 
wards the  entire  family  proceeds  to  the 
Synagogue. 

Neilah — The  concluding  service  held  on 
Yom  Kippur.  The  day  declines,  the  last 
rays  of  sun  vanish,  the  gates  of  heaven 
are  about  to  be  closed,  the  final  decree  for 
the  coming  year  is  unknown,  the  last  effort 
to  improve  it  must  be  made.  The  air  re- 
sounds with  the  pleadings  of  the  worship- 
pers : 

Open  Thou  the  gate,  0 Lord 
Yea,  even  as  it  swingeth  closed, 

For  lo,  the  day  declineth  fast. 

As  the  day  doth  wane,  0 Lord

INDEMNIFICATION  CLAIMS 
U.S.  ZONE  OF  GERMANY 

The  Canadian  Jewish  Congress  has  made 
the  following  announcement: 

Those  who  have  registered  their  claims 
in  Germany  before  June  30,  must  send 
in  complete  documentation  to  the  respective 
addresses  in  Germany  before  the  end  of 
the  month  of  September,  that  is  to  say, 
documents  which  arrive  in  Germany  after 
the  end  of  September  are  no  longer  taken 
into  consideration. 

We  have  also  been  advised  that  the 
German  authorities,  when  acknowledging 
receipt  of  the  claims,  usually  request  that 
the  applicant  himself  procure  a certificate 
of  residence  as  of  January  1,  1947,  from 
either  IRO,  if  the  person  was  living  in  a 
DP  camp,  or  from  the  local  police  if  the 
person  lived  outside  a DP  camp  in  Ger- 
many. 

We  urgently  request  everyone  who  has 
made  a claim  to  obtain  a certificate  of 
residence.  It  will  obviously  take  several 
weeks  to  procure  it  and  the  handling  of 
the  claim  would  be  unnecessarily  delayed 
if  the  certificate  were  only  obtained  after 
the  request  has  been  received. 

We  would  not  suggest,  however,  that  the 
certificate  be  sent  back  to  Germany  before 
the  acknowledgment  of  the  original  claim 
has  been  received  and  the  file  nulnber  is 
known,  lest  the  document  get  lost  in  the 
mountain  of  files  at  the  offices  of  the 
various  indemnification  authorities.
